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Enteric  Fever — 

During  the  past  year  46  cases  of  Enteric  Fever  were  notified  to 
exist  in  the  Borough,  38  cases  being  removed  to  and  treated  in  the 
Isolation  Hospital. 

By  direction  of  the  Town  Council,  and  in  accordance  with  the 
letter  from  the  Local  Government  Board,  dated  the  16th  February, 
1903,  I  prepared  a  Special  Report  upon  the  prevalence  of  this  disease 
in  the  Borough  during  the  year.

As  in  previous  years  the  following  table  again  points  to  the  fact 
that  the  outbreak  and  chief  centre  of  infection  are  identical  in  time  and 
place. 

The  Special  Sub-Committee  inspected  these  centres  and  gave 
strict  instructions  to  have  houses  thoroughly  disinfected  as  well  as 
the  back  premises,  passages,  and  privies.  This  has  been  most 
carefully  attended  to  and  carried  out  to  my  satisfaction.

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Scarlet  Fever — 

There  were  75  notifications  ;  of  these  50  were  removed  to  hospital. 

Small  Pox — 

One  case  was  notified  and  immediately  removed  to  the  Isolation 
Smallpox  Hospital,  Barrow’s  Green.  The  previous  case  notified  was  in 
1896.  Every  precaution  has  been  taken  in  dealing  with  Smallpox  by 
prompt  isolation  and  disinfection,  also  by  vaccination  and  re-vaccination. 

Erysipelas — 

Thirteen  cases  of  Erysipelas  were  notified  as  against  15  in  1901, 
and  19  in  1900. 


Puerperal  Fever — 

There  were  no  cases  notified  during  the  past  year,  as 
against  3  in  1901,  and  one  in  1900. 

Diphther  ia  and  Membranous  Croup  — 

These  diseases  are  responsible  for  31  notifications  of  the  former, 
and  4  of  the  latter. 


Measles — 

10  deaths  occurred  during  the  year,  as  against  3  in  1901. 

Whooping  Cough — 

There  is  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  deaths  certified,  only  2,  as 
against  18  and  20  in  the  two  previous  years. 

Measles  and  Whooping  Cough  are  not  notifiable  diseases. 


Phthisis — 

15  deaths  occurred,  as  against  12  in  1901,  and  15  in  1900.

A  cciden  t  Hosp  it  a  l — 

The  Accident  Hospital  was  opened  in  the  year  1878,  and  1285 
cases  have  been  treated  in  that  Institution. 

A  few  years  ago  the  Council  allowed  Surgical  cases,  requiring 
prompt  treatment,  to  be  admitted  on  application  to  the  Chairman 
or  Member  of  the  Health  Committee,  or  to  the  Medical  Officer, 
consequently  several  surgical  cases  have  been  treated  in  the  Hospital. 

The  present  structure  is  a  composite  building,  two  dwelling-houses 
being  appropriated  for  that  purpose.  In  my  opinion  the  Wards  are 
far  too  small  for  the  purposes  intended.  The  buildings  are  quite 
inadequate  and  require  either  to  be  completely  reconstructed  or  rebuilt. 
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Water  Supply — 

Copy  of  the  last  analysis  of  water  by  Dr.  Campbell  Brown  is 
included  in  the  Special  Report  appended  hereto. 

With  regard  to  the  quantity  of  water  supplied  during  the  year 
1902,  this  amounts  to  972,964,933  gallons,  of  which  671,722,000 
gallons  were  used  for  manufacturing  purposes,  and  301,242,933 
gallons  for  domestic  and  sanitary  purposes. 

I  am  indebted  to  the  courtesy  of  Mr.  Isaac  Carr,  M.I.C.E., 
Engineer  and  Manager  of  the  Gas  and  Water  Works,  for  the  above 
report. 

Sanitary  Work  Accomplished — 

The  Sanitary  Inspector  carries  out  the  work  entrusted  to  him 
energetically  and  satisfactorily.  I  have  pleasure  in  appending  his 
annual  report  for  1902. 

Insanitary  Property — 

Several  cases  have  been  dealt  with  during  the  year,  vide  Sanitary 
Inspector’s  Report. 

Works —  General — 

Escape  of  Gases — 

A  few  complaints  have  been  made  about  gases  escaping  from 
several  works.  The  same  were  duly  reported  to  the  Manager  of 
works,  who  invariably  gave  attention  in  endeavouring  to  prevent 
further  escape. 

The  quantity  of  Sulphuretted  Hydrogen  Gas  escaping  is  very 
much  less  than  in  former  years. 

Milkshops ,  &c. — 

These  have  also  been  duly  inspected,  and  when  irregularities  have 
been  pointed  out  they  have  been  duly  attended  to. 

The  following  Circular  has  again  been  posted  throughout  the  Borough —

THE  DAIRIES,  COWSHEDS,  AND  MILKSHOPS  ORDER 

OF  1815-1886. 

- o - 

The  attention  of  Cowkeepers,  Dairymen,  and  others,  is  directed 
to  the  following  articles  of  the  above  mentioned  orders,  any  infringe¬ 
ment  of  which  renders  the  person  offending  liable  to  a  penalty  not 
exceeding  ^5. 

Construction  &  Water  Supply  of  New  Dairies  &  Cowsheds . 

Article  vii. — 

1 —  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  following  the  trade  of 
Cowkeeper  or  Dairyman  to  begin  to  occupy  as  a  dairy  or 
cowshed  any  building  not  so  occupied  at  the  commencement 
of  this  Order,  unless  and  until  he  first  makes  provision,  to  the 
reasonable  satisfaction  of  the  Local  Authority,  for  the  lighting 
and  the  ventilation,  including  air-space,  and  the  cleansing, 
drainage,  and  water-supply  of  the  same,  while  occupied  as  a 
dairy  or  cowshed. 

2 —  It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  such  person  to  begin  so  to 
occupy  any  such  building  without  first  giving  one  month’s 
notice,  in  writing,  to  the  Local  Authority,  of  his  intention  so 
to  do. 

Sanitary  State  of  all  Dairies  and  Cowsheds — 

Article  viii. — 

It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  following  the  trade  of  covr- 
keeper  or  dairyman  to  occupy  as  a  dairy  or  cowshed  any 
building,  whether  so  occupied  at  the  commencement  of  this 
Order  or  not,  if  and  as  long  as  the  lighting,  and  the  ventilation 
including  air-space,  and  the  cleansing,  drainage,  and  water 
supply  thereof,  are  not  such  as  are  necessary  or  proper — 

(a)  for  the  health  and  good  condition  of  the  cattle 
therein  :  and 
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(b)  for  the  cleanliness  of  milk  vessels  used  therein  for 
containing  milk  for  sale  :  and 

(c)  for  the  protection  of  the  milk  therein  against  infection 
or  contamination. 

Contamination  of  Milk — 

Article  ix. — 

It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  following  the  trade  of 
cowkeeper  or  dairyman  or  purveyor  of  milk,  or  being  the 
occupier  of  a  milk  store  or  milk  shop — 

(a)  to  allow  any  person  suffering  from  a  dangerous 
infectious  disorder,  or  having  recently  been  in  contact 
with  a  person  so  suffering,  to  milk  cows  or  to  handle 
vessels  used  for  containing  milk  for  sale  or  in  any  way 
to  take  part  or  assist  in  the  conduct  of  the  trade  or 
business  of  the  cowkeeper  or  dairyman,  purveyor  of 
milk,  or  occupier  of  a  milk  store  or  milk  shop,  so  far 
as  regards  the  production,  distribution,  or  storage  of 
Milk  :  or 

(b)  if  himself  so  suffering  or  having  recently  been  in 
contact  as  aforesaid,  to  milk  cows  or  handle  vessels 
used  for  containing  milk  for  sale,  or  in  any  way  to  take 
part  in  the  conduct  of  his  trade  or  business,  as  far  as 
regards  the  production,  distribution, or  storage  of  milk — 

until  in  each  case  all  danger  therefrom  of  the  contamination 
of  infection  to  the  milk  or  of  its  contamination  has  ceased. 

Article  x. — 

It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  following  the  trade  of  cow¬ 
keeper  or  dairyman  or  purveyor  of  milk,  or  being  the  occupier 
of  a  milk  store  or  milk  shop,  after  the  receipt  of  notice  of  not 
less  than  one  month,  from  the  Local  Authority,  calling 
attention  to  the  provisions  of  this  Article,  to  permit  anv 
water-closet,  earth-closet,  privy,  cesspool,  or  urinal,  to  be 
within,  communicate  directly  with,  or  ventilate  into  any  dairy 
or  any  room  used  as  a  milk  store  or  milk  shop. 
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Article  xi. — 

It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  following1  the  trade  of 

cowkeeper  or  dairyman  or  purveyor  of  milk,  or  being1  the 

occupier  of  a  milk  store  or  milk  shop,  to  use  a  milk  store  or 
milk  shop  in  his  odcupation,  or  permit  the  same  to  be  used 
as  a  sleeping  apartment,  or  for  any  purpose  incompatible  with 
the  proper  preservation  of  the  cleanliness  of  the  milk  store  or 
milk  shop,  and  of  the  milk  vessels  and  milk  therein,  or  in  any 
manuer  likely  to  cause  contamination  of  the  milk  therein. 

Article  xii. — 

It  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  following  the  trade  of 

cowkeeper  or  dairyman  or  purveyor  of  milk,  to  keep  any 

swine  in  any  cowshed  or  other  building  used  by  him  for 
keeping  cows,  or  in  any  milk  store  or  other  place  used  by 
him  for  keeping  milk  for  sale. 

The  Corporation  further  give  notice  that  a  register  is  kept  by 
them  for  the  registration  of  all  persons  carrying  on  within  the  Borough 
of  Widnes  the  trade  of  cowkeeper,  dairyman,  or  purveyor  of  milk, 
and  that  it  is  not  lawful  for  any  person  to  carry  on  within  the  said 
Borough  the  said  trade,  unless  he  is  registered  in  the  said  register. 

Forms  of  application  for  registration  will  be  supplied  at  the  office 
of  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  Town  Hall,  Widnes.
